Marcia Blake, 25, was re- 
ported in “very critical con- 
dition ’ at Coumty-USC Medi- 
cal Center. Officers said she 
was too incoherent to shed 
any light on the shooting. 

Police were investigating 
to determine whether the 
shooting of Miss Blake a 
former Panthers communi- 
cations director, was related 
to the killing on Nov. 12 of 
Saundra Pratt, 23, wife of 
the former head of the Los 
Angeles Black Panthers. 
Both women were reported- 
ly members of the Cleaver 
faction.
